But where there is more 
than one precinct in a ward the pre- 
cinct committees elect one of the pre- 
cinct chairmen as ward chairman. 


The county committee shall consist of 


the. several ward, town and village chair- 


men, 
who shall meet nnd elect their own 


oflicers. 


It will'bc observed from the foregoing 


that the'important thing for every voter 
to keep in mind is to write the names of 
the three 'electors whom he desires »s 
his precinct committee on his primary 
ballot. When the precinct committees 
have been so selected by the voters, tho 
other committees are pro\)ided for under 
the Inw.
